The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 14, replace "a color" with -color-, and line 16, after "voltages", 
insert - to a common electrode connected to a plurality of pixel cells- 
Claim 14, line 6, replace "a color" with -color-. 
Claim 20, line 6, replace "a color" with -color-. 

Claim 27, line 7, after "applying", insert ~, for each temperature measurement,-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is directed to a temperature control and compensation system in a 
display that applies the measured temperature, one for each color channel, together 
with lookup tables preloaded with measured or predicted data, to modify the liquid 
crystal voltage operating range of each color micro-displays to achieve and maintain a 
proper white point operating point for the display. 
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Independent claim 1 identifies, inter alia, the uniquely distinct features, "receiving 
and processing said temperature measurement signal by employing said color-specific 
thermal-effect voltage database to generate color specific temperature-dependent 
reference voltages to apply as switchable DC-balancing reference voltages to a 
common electrode connected to a plurality of pixel cells." 

Independent claim 14 identifies, inter alia, the uniquely distinct features, 
"employing said color-specific-thermal-effect voltage database to generate color specific 
temperature-dependent reference voltages to apply as switchable color-specific DC- 
balancing voltages for inputting to a multiplexer of a microdisplay controller for 
controlling a high and a low voltages for a common electrode connected to a plurality of 
pixel cells." 

Independent claim 20 identifies, inter alia, the uniquely distinct features, "applying 
said color-specific temperature-dependent reference voltages to a multiplexer as 
switchable color-specific DC-balancing reference voltages for controlling voltages for a 
common electrode connected to a plurality of pixel cells." 

Independent claim 27 identifies, inter alia, the uniquely distinct features, 
"generating and applying, for each temperature measurement, two switchable color- 
specific DC-balancing voltages to a common electrode connected to a plurality of pixel 
cells." 

Wood et al. (US 5,926,162), hereinafter Wood, teaches a common electrode 
control circuit for a liquid crystal display. The control circuit dynamically adjusts the 
common electrode voltage according to the current maximum and minimum display 
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voltages, gate-to-source parasitic capacitance, as well as temperature fluctuations. 
However, this control does not teach nor suggest the applying of (two) color-specific 
DC-balancing reference voltages switchably to the common electrode for each 
temperature measurement, as recited above.
